WELCOME TO OUR CAMPAIGN NOTEBOOK 



1. (C) THIS IS THE FIRST IN A BIWEEKLY SERIES OF REPORTS ON 
VENEZUELA'S 1998 ELECTIONS. THE DECEMBER BALLOTING , IN WHICH ALL 
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6,000 ELECTED OFFICES IN THE COUNTRY ARE UP FOR GRABS, WILL BE A 
PRINCIPAL FOCUS OF MUCH OF OUR REGULAR POLITICAL REPORTING. THAT 
REPORTING WILL ADDRESS IN TRADITIONAL FASHION OUR INTERESTS AND 
CONCERNS IN THIS ELECTION. THE PURPOSE OF THIS CAMPAIGN NOTEBOOK, 
HOWEVER, IS DIFFERENT. WE HOPE TO BRING TO YOU THE "OFF CAMERA" 
POLITICS OF THIS ELECTION YEAR. AT ONE LEVEL, THIS MEANS SHARING 
WITH YOU THE ODDS AND ENDS WHICH DID NOT MAKE IT INTO OUR REGULAR 
REPORTING. AT A MORE IMPORTANT AND ENJOYABLE LEVEL, WE HOPE TO

2. (C) EACH ISSUE OF THE NOTEBOOK WILL START WITH THE " CAMPAIGN 
NEWS TICKER, " AND WILL FEATURE SHORT ELECTION NEWS ITEMS. THE NEXT 
SECTION WILL HIGHLIGHT VIGNETTES ABOUT THE CANDIDATES, THEIR 
CAMPAIGNS, AND THE MEDIA. THE FINAL SECTION WILL PROFILE EITHER A 
"HIGH- FLYER" OR A "BOTTOM- FEEDER, " AND WILL FOCUS OF THE HANDLERS , 
ADVISORS, AND MINOR POLITICIANS WHO WORK IN AND AROUND THE 
CAMPAIGNS .

(U) NATIONAL ELECTORAL COUNCIL (CNE) SELECTED; PRESIDENT DROPS 
DEAD. AFTER MUCH WHEELING AND DEALING, DURING WHICH SUPREME COURT 
SEATS WERE OFFERED FOR CNE SEATS, THE PARTIES REACHED AGREEMENT ON 
THE COMPOSITION OF THIS COUNCIL. NO SOONER HAD JUSTO PASTOR 
FERNANDEZ BEEN NAMED PRESIDENT OF THIS COUNCIL, THAN HE DIED OF A 
HEART ATTACK WHILE HIKING THE AVILA (A NATIONAL PARK AND MOUNTAIN 
RANGE WHICH IS THE NORTHERN LIMIT OF CARACAS) OVER CARNIVAL

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(C) (INSIDERS TOLD US .THAT PARTY WRANGLING HAD PARALYZED THE CNE 
SELECTION PROCESS , AND THAT SEVERAL PARTIES --THE RADICAL CAUSE 
PARTY (LCR) AND HOMELAND FOR ALL (PPT) - -REFUSED TO ACCEPT 
FERNANDEZ, A RETIRED ADMIRAL, AS HEAD OF THE CNE. THE IMPASSE WAS 
RESOLVED ONLY WHEN PRESIDENT CALDERA, AD SECRETARY GENERAL LUIS 
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ALFARO UCERO, AND COPEI PRESIDENT LUIS HERRERA CAMPINS MET AND 
DECIDED ON A SLATE OF NAMES. THE PARTIES THEY REPRESENT- - 
CONVERGENICA, AD, AND COPEI- -HAD THE VOTES TO FORCE THROUGH THEIR 
SLATE. IN FACE OF THIS, OTHER PARTIES DECIDED TO GET IN LINE AND 
THE CNE SLATE WAS APPROVED. THE DISMAY AT FERNANDEZ'S DEMISE WAS 
EVIDENT IN THE WORDS OF ONE OF OUR CONTACTS, WHO TOLD US, "WE WENT 
THROUGH ALL THAT EFFORT, STRUGGLED TO WIN AGREEMENT ON JUSTO 
PASTOR, AND THEN HE DIES ON US. n ) 

-- (U) CHAVEZ WANTS A CONSTITUTIONAL CONGRESS REFERENDUM ON THE 
DECEMBER BALLOT. RESPONDING TO CHARGES THAT HIS DESIRE TO DISSOLVE 
THE CONGRESS AND ESTABLISH A CONSTITUTIONAL ASSEMBLY TO REWRITE THE 
CONSTITUTION IS "ANTI -DEMOCRATIC, " FORMER COUPSTER HUGO CHAVEZ 
SAYS, "LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE . " HE NOTED, "IF THE PEOPLE SAY YES TO 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL ASSEMBLY, THERE IS NO NEED TO ELECT A CONGRESS; 
INSTEAD WE WOULD BE ABLE TO BEGIN THE NEW GOVERNMENT CALLING FOR 
ELECTIONS FOR THE CONSTITUYENTE . " CHAVEZ KNOWS HIS SUGGESTION WILL

(U) AD GOVERNORS CALL FOR "A CONSENSUS CANDIDATE . " DURING A 
RECENT GOVERNOR'S CONFERENCE MEETING IN CARACAS, THE AD GOVERNORS' 
CAUCUS PUBLICLY CALLED FOR THE PARTY TO CHOOSE ITS PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATE "BY CONSENSUS," AND TO AVOID A PARTY PRIMARY ELECTION. 
THE GOVERNORS ARGUED THAT A PRIMARY WOULD "DIVIDE" THE PARTY AND 
WEAKEN ITS CANDIDATE IN THE GENERAL ELECTION. THE GOVERNOR'S 
POSITION IS IN MARKED CONTRAST TO THAT OF TWO PRESIDENTIAL 
HOPEFULS, SENATOR LEWIS PEREZ AND CARACAS MAYOR ANTONIO LEDESMA, 
WHO WANT A PRIMARY. PEREZ TOLD US RECENTLY THAT A PRIMARY IS 
NECESSARY TO REBUT CLAUDIO FERMIN'S CLAIM THAT HE LEFT THE PARTY 
BECAUSE PARTY BOSSES WOULD NOT LET PARTY MEMBERS CHOSE AD'S 
CANDIDATE. PEREZ COMMENTED, "WE WANT A PRIMARY SO THAT THE PARTY

HE KNEW HE COULD NOT WIN AN ELECTION." 

(U) COPEI LEADERSHIP AND PRESIDENTIAL HOPEFUL EDUARDO FERNANDEZ 
CONTINUE TO FIGHT. COPEI SECRETARY GENERAL DONALD RAMIREZ TOLD THE 
PRESS RECENTLY, "THERE IS NO WAY EDUARDO FERNANDEZ WILL BE THE 
COPEI CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT. ■ THIS CAME SHORTLY AFTER FERNANDEZ 
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DECLARED HIMSELF "THE NATURAL CANDIDATE" OF THE PARTY. BOTH WERE

WORLD. ROWAN BEGINS HIS ARTICLE, "FOR THOSE OF YOU WHO THOUGHT 
THIS YEAR'S ELECTIONS WERE GOING TO BE DIFFERENT AND REFRESHING, 
THINK AGAIN.

CHARGED UP TO USD ONE MILLION PER YEAR FOR THEIR ADVICE TO AD AND 
COPEI BEGINNING IN 1973, HE ALLEGES THAT TIES BETWEEN THESE 
CONSULTANTS AND THE SECRET FINANCIERS OF PARTY POLITICS IS ONE OF
